Hearing On Boxcar Allocation 


PLATINUM—a metal more 
costly than gold - - will help Im¬ 
perial Oil’s Calgary refinery make 
gasoline for the cars of tomorrow. 
Eight thousands pounds of these 
tiny plitinum-impregnated pellets, 
costing 312 a pound, are to be used 
in a unit called a Powprformer. 
The Pellets act as a catalyst in a 
process which turns low octane 


gasoline into higher octane gaso¬ 
line. This process is needed soldl.v 
to satisfy the high compression en¬ 
gines which car manufacturers are 
turning out today and planning 
for tomorrow. The Powerformer is 
being built as part of a $17 mil¬ 
lion expansion of the refinery, the 
largest single construction job in 
Calgary's history.

Thirty briefs were read and an 
additional 190 briefs were filed by 
organizations and individual-farm¬ 
ers when the Bracken Commission 
on BogCar allocation sat In Vul¬ 
can lOOF hall Friday afternoon, 
July 11. 

Almost 200 farmers were pres¬ 
ent, from County of Vulcan points 
and from towns on the Macleod 
line and two opposing viewpoints 
were brought forth, one from 
members of the Alberta Wheat 
Fool arid the Farmers Union of 
Alberta anil the other from sup¬ 
porters' of the United Grain Grow¬ 
ers and other elevator companies. 

Alberta Wheat Pool spokesmen 
argued that their elevators are 
plugged with grain well ahead of 
any other elevators, because the 
farmers prefer to deliver their 
grain to a Pool elevator. 

Many said they are members 
and supporters of the pool and 
therefore want to deliver their 
grain to an elevator in which they 
have an interest. 

They charged, however, that be¬ 
cause of the present box car dis¬ 
tribution system, by- which the 
Canadian Wheat Board allocates 
the same number of cars to all 
elevators, regardless of farmers’ 
wishes, they are being forced to 
deliver their grain to an elevator 
company which is in direct com¬ 
petition to the Pool. 

The Pool supporters proposed 
that farmers should be given a 
vole at the peginning of each crop 
year to indicate to which elevator 
they wish to deliver their grain 
and the Canadia n Wheat Board 
should, after the vote, allocate its 
box cars on a percentage basis 
according to the wishes of the pro¬ 
ducers. 

The Pool and FLA supporters 
both contended that the present 
method practically eliminates any 
need for competition among the 
grain handling firms, as all are 
allotted the same number of cars 
a t primary producer delivery 
points. 

Several farmers said that on 
many occasions Pool elevators 
are plugged with grain, while oth¬ 
er elevators at the same delivery 
point have considerable space. 
The space remains because farm¬ 
ers do not want to do business 
with the elevator companies. 

Meanwhile, quotas for the deliv¬ 
ery points are held up because the 
elevator company which the farm¬ 
ers do not wish to do business 
with has space available. Some of 
the farmers said that in order to 
get a new quota opened up, Ihty 
have had to deliver grain to an 
cievator which they did not wish 
to do any business with. 

May Jeopardize Marketing 

“Selling the wheat is more im¬ 
portant than the matter of which 
company loads the box cars,” was 
the view of farmers who opposed 
any change in the present method 
ol allocation of cars. Box cars are 
now distributed on orders from 
the Wheat Board so that grain tor 
which there is a market wiii be 
at the terminals when required. 
Allocating a larger proportion of 
cars to one company may upset 
the balance and mean a loss of 
sales and jeopardizing of the whole 
Canadian grain trade, as the 
Wheat Board might not be able 
to place box cars according to the 
demands for different types and 
grades of grain from the buyers. 

The vote each year, as proposed 
by the Wheat Pool, would certain¬ 
ly lead to a lot of confusion, said 
UGG spokesmen. It would tie a 
farmer down to a specific elevator 
for that ■ year and thus give the 
producer less freedom than h e 
now has. Under the present system 
no farmer‘has to deliver grain to 
any elevator if he does not wish 
to. 

Hearings Completed 

The Vulcan meeting and one at 
Lethbridge the following day were 
the last of the 16 hearings held in 
Western Canada by the Commis¬ 
sion. 

Commission members here were 
John Raynor, secretary of the en¬ 
quiry and special assistant to the 
Board of Grain Commissioners; 
Henry Halliwell, research assist¬ 
ant to the enquiry and formerly 
of the editorial staff of the Tor¬ 
onto Telegram,; and Win Porter, 
statistician to the enquiry, on loan 
from the Dominion Bureau of Sta¬ 
tistics. 

D. O. Galbraith, alternate diect- 
or of District 12 FUA, acted as 
chairman of ihe meeting, assisted 
by Del McCorkle, executive assist¬ 
ant to the president of the FUA. 

Almost 2,000 briefs have .been 
heard by the piembers of the com¬ 


mission, w'ho will now join Mr. 
Bracken in Ottawa to prepare the 
report. 

In a short summary at the end 
of the meeting here, Mr. Raynor 
said there seemed to be general 
approval of the following points: 

1. Approval of the Wheat Board 
as the selling agency. 

2. That the car order book pro¬ 
visions of the Canada Grain Act 
be preserved. 

3. That the Wheat Board should 
make provision for alternate de¬ 
livery points. 

5. Acceptance of the view that 
tree competition among elevator 
companies should determine jthe 
amount of business they do.

SERVICE BOARD NOTES 


By li. S. Burns 


A number of people have asked 
me recently as to the use of Am¬ 
ino Triazol, ATA, or VVeedazol, in 
the control of Canada Thistle. In 
answer I can only use the findings 
and recommendations of the Nat¬ 
ional Weed committee, Western 
Section for 1957, through tests a- 
cross the country in that year and 
some preceding years. 

They recommend the use of 24D 
and MCF at rates as high as one 
pound to the acre on non-crop 
land, with cultivation to follow in 
10 days. These chemicals give best 
rtsults when applied as the thistle 
enters the lull bud stage. In crop 
land the w re d can be -set back by 
the use of the top rates for the 
crop in question with two spray¬ 
ings giving better results eight 
days apart using !4 to % the re¬ 
commended rates each Urn. 1 

The committee found that ATA 
at 4-8 lbs per acre has controlled 
this weed in some tests on non- 
crop land and say that the area 
should be cultivated when the 
plants become chloratic after 
treatment, this chemical works 
through the elorophyl of the 
plant and Ihty turn white at the 
lop a few days after treatment. 
At 4-8 lbs per acre this chemical 
Wfttl cost from $12.00 - $14.00 and 
at the rates prescribed has seldom 
been detrimental to crops grown 
in the succeeding year. It would 
therefor appear that Ihe cost of 
the chemicol is rather prohibitive 
on wid< sprad inlestalion of Can¬ 
ada Thistle but would more likely 
be used on some small dense 
patches. I have given the recom¬ 
mendation of the National weed 
Committee, first, for the use of 
24D and MCF, then the use of 
Amino Triazol last, as that is the 
way it is recommended in the. re¬ 
port, Showever they say that on 
land where soil erosion is not a 
problem that intense cultivation 
continues to be the best practical 
method of control.

Champion Youth 
Electrocuted 
While At Work

When he 
failed to make an appearance she 
went out to where he had been 
working and found him dead, and 
the saw stopped. 

She summoned her neighbor, W. 
J. McIntyre, who went to the 
Greenlee farm and phoned Con. 
stable R. Wood of the RCMP and 
Coroner, Dr. A. D. Tompkins of 
Vulcan.

be necessary.
